WIRES IN TUNNELS.

RAPID TRANSIT OF THE FUTURE WILL
BE UNDERGEOUND.

Success of the Experiment in London—
Electrio Light Cheaper Than Gas Light
—Rapldity in Transmitting Telegrams—
Belence Applied to Everyday Life.

[WRITTEN FOR THE DISPATCIL )

One of the most important guestions
which are ealling for early decision ia pro-
gressive cities is that of the transport with
ease and celerity of large numbers of pas
sengers, both within the eity limits and to
and from suburban districts. Many cities
in this country arealready considering com-
prehensive schemes of rapid travel, and all
edditional information on the subject of the
systems which have developed in practics
the most favorable characteristics is eagerly
received Electricity is now the favorite
in the race of the varionus motive powers
for supremacy, and the experience gained
on the electric underground railway in Lon.
don is, just mow, of special interesi and
value,

‘When the consiruction of a tunnel for
that line was proposed, the people of Loa-
don wera very much against it. Their ex-
perience with the old system of under-
ground railways was most unfortunate, the
tunnels in the old system being damp,
offensive and {ll-smelling, and detrimental
to the health and comfort of the passengers
who use them. The Greathead tunnel, how-
ever, has been proved to be wholly free
from these objections, and to be in every
way more agreeable and more rapid than
any system of rapid transit yet devised for
acity.

So unguestioned is the success of this mode
of transit that tunnels for electric roads will
soon be common throughout Englmd.

The Central London tunnel, to the eon-
struction of which Parlisment has just as-
sented, will begin business, it is estimated,

with 400,000 passengers per week, and it is
predicted within two years the number
of p ers will reach 1,000,000 weekly.

Cost of Lighting by Electricity.

W. H. Preece has recently instituted a
comparison between the qualities and cost
of gas and eleotric lighting, in the course of
which he has brought out some very in-
teresting details. Speaking of the various
elements of loss in the use of gas, Mr,
Preece alludes to the tremendons waste of
gas that occurs through lights being left
burning unnecessarily. Persons who have
their houses and offices lighted with gas
know that servants, as & rule, go and light
all the burners, unless acareful householder
goes round and cuts off those that are not
wanted, The result is this: From this
very element of waste there is 20 per cent
of gas used more is meo This
faet is brought out thus: Tuki » nine
principal towns in Euﬁlnnd and taking the
uve pumbers of hours of gas and
electricity burned, the average number of
hiours for gas is 600, whila the svernge num-
ber of hours for electricity is 460. The

460 is taken from the average of 200,-
electric lnmps which are now alight in
London. While in gas, there is a tremend-
ous waste from these burners being left
flaring, electricity causes no waste of this
sort. Itis so easily lighted that there is a
eaof instinot that teaches everyone
i electricity is wanted only just at the
moment that it is required, The result is
that the waste is brought down to a mini-
munm.

Most people sre under the impression
that the cost of the elestric lamp is very
much greater than that of gas, whereas in
Puogland the cost was found to be 88 cents
for electric lighting as against §1 for gas.
Mr. Preece also Ec_iml.ed out the advaniage
of electrical inery over gas machinery
in the matter of ocoupving space. Gas re-
quires 100 feet by 30 feet, for every million
cubie fect per annum; 100 feet by 50 feet is
quite sufficient with electricity to light up
a large eity. Mr. Preece added: We must

Now Systern of Rapid Telegraphy.

Various devices for increasing the spesd
and economy of telegraphing have been
brought out recently, and it seems not un-
likely that & new ers of cheap telegraphy is
at hand, when eompanies can send 100 words
for 25 cents and maks & handsome profit
One of the most effective devices in this
field is the invention of a Canadian electri-
cian, and contains some remarkable devel-
opments of automatic and multiplex teleg-
raphy. In alecture before the Royal So-
ciety of Canada, Mr. Gisborne, the inventor,
said that 3,000 words a minute had been
transmitted by & copper wire line 355 miles
in length between New York and Washing-
ton, and 800 words over a similar wire 1,000
miles long between New York and Chieago,
end that i:t.aﬂbwordl per I;l;inui.‘; {hk.:t b;ia:

tance. He ul{o showed th{t by his im-
provements in sutomatic and multiplex
telegraphy a message of 100 words could be
transmitted for 25 cents with a large margin

received from the telegraph companies and
the postal services that the volnme of busi
ness was ready for the sccomplishment of
his estimates. Mr. Gisborne farther ex-
pressed the opinion that the most successful
telegraph companies of the future would
sbandon the present system of transmission
in favor of one or two wires, which would
be sufficient for the transaction of an im-
mense amount of business between import-
ant centers.

The New Electrieal Omnibus.

The initial trips of the elsctrical omnibus
in London, England, have been so success-
ful that Londoners are willing to believe, or
to speak more acourstely, ure expecting
that electricity will soon be applied to cabs,
broughams, market wagons and even dust
carts. Compared with the ordinary system
of driving omnibuses, electricity has proved
itself to be very economical, the totul sav-
{nﬁlbeinﬁgkjm under 50 per cent. The "bus

The Speed of Eleotricity.

The experiments now in progress at Mo
Gill College, Montreal, under the auspices
of the British and *Canadian Governments,
to ascertain the longitude of Montreal by
direct observation from Greenwich, have
led to the acoomplishment of & re le
telegraphio feat. The first thing to deter-
mine was the length of tima it toock & tele-
graphio signal to eross the Atlantic. An
automatic contrivance, whereby the land
line could work into the cable, was pro-
vided, and a duplex cirpuit was arranged so
that the =i sent from Montreal would

o over the land lines to Canso (Novs
gcoth). thence over the cable to Water-
ville, Ircland, and return to Montre
in. Attached to the sending and reeeiv-
ing apparatus was a chronograph which
measured the time. Out of a couple of
hundred signals sent it was found that the
mvernge time taken to eross the Atlantio
and back agnin, a distance of 8,000 miles,
ocoupied a trifle over one second; the exact
time being 1 5-100 secondas.

Where Telephones Are Cheap.

The New Yorker, who pays $240 a year
for his telephone, reads wistfully the ac-
counts of how they do things over in
Sweden, and longs for the expiration of the
telephone patents. The charges of the
Telephons Compsny of Btockholm for ser-
vice have hitherto been $25to §45 a year.
This is now reduced to an all round charge
of §3 only, for which instruments and wires
are installed. Needless to say, for this sum
evervhody who has the slightest use for the
telephone ean have it. Besides this charge
the subscribera pay 2!¢ cents conyar-
eation, apparatus being sup with a
counter. Only those who use the telephone

Electric Light in Astronomy.

An indieation of the extent to which the
nze of electrie lighting is being adopted in
astronomical observations in connection
with photographie, equatorial and other in-
struments, is the radieal change proposed
in the method of generating curremt for
the Greenwich (England) Observatory.
The Astronomer-Royal is strongly in favor
of inztalling an eleetrio light plant in the
observatory to meet the necessities involved
in the growing use of electricity in every
department, The system now in uee is that
of charging storage cells from primary bat-
teries.

FPortable Telephone for Mining Work.

The method of communication in moat
mines is more or less defective, and es-
pecially in signaling to and from the pit-
head. After many experiments, it has been
decided to use the telephone for this pur-

oge in some English mines where its adap-
tability to the maintenance of instant com-
munication in underground workings has
heen demonstrated.  The telephone used is
8 French patent. It is entirely of metal,
and does not exceed three pound weight

Automatic Telephoue Fire Alarm.

An ingenious device for communicating
automaticzlly with a fire station in case of
fire has been lately tested with satisfactory
results. It is ealled the “antomatio tele-
phone fire alarm,*” and is intended to be con-
nected with the ordinary telephone. One of
its great advantages is the ability it gives
the property owner to have a thermostat
alarm without gninfd;o the expense and
trouble of separate wiring.

Handling the Storage Battery.

A prominent sireet railway journal is of
opinion that one reason for the apparent
failure of the storage battery to come up to
the exacting requirements of street railway
gervice has been the attempt to do too much
with too few cells, exactly as if the attempt
were made to run a road with toofew borses,
Bay, for instance, if five scts of cells were
provided for two cars instead of four sets, as
at present, ample time would be given to
fully charge the cells, the wear aud tear
greatly reduced, and the service greatly im-
proved.
